Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 1-4, 6-20 and 27-30 are allowed. 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art of 
record, considered individually or in combination, fails to fairly show or suggest a 
claimed invention, comprising, among other limitations, novel and unobvious limitations 
of "receiving, at the base station, a 15-digit International Mobile Station Identity (IMSI) 
constructed from an IMSI having fewer than 15 digits, wherein the 15-digit IMSI is 
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padded with one or more zeros (0) for extending a length of the IMSI, having fewer than 
15 digits, to 15 digits," as recited in claims 1-4, 6-15, 27 and 30; "the MS adding padding 
bits to an International Mobile Station Identity (IMSI) having fewer than 15 digits to 
obtain a 1 5-digit padded IMSI; and the MS transmitting the obtained 1 5-digit padded 
IMSI to a base station; wherein if the second value is equal to a first logic level, the MS 
identifies the network supports the MNC having a length equal to the second length," as 
recited in claims 16-20; and "wherein, the 1 5-digit IMSI is transmitted from a the mobile 
station, and is generated from an IMSI having fewer than 15 digits by adding padding 
bits to the IMSI having fewer than 15 digits," as recited in claims 28-29, structurally and 
functionally interconnected with other limitations in a manner as claimed.
